Here at this place, which the 
poets and idealists call ‘The City 
of Man,"’ one may honestly pose 
the question, “What would have 
happened since 1945 had there 
been no United Nations?” 


The answer is quite plain. The 
U.N. has saved the world from 
war. There is, perhaps, a para- 
dox in saying it has not man.- 
aged to bring peace to the world, 
but that it has prevented a vast 
and consuming war. But this is 
what it has done. 


The United Nations is the place 
where a nation can save face. In 
time of acute crisis, when all the 
explosives of national pride, pres- 
tige and ambitions are involved, 
the U.N. provides a way out. 
The nations can thunder and talk 
big, but they also can speak pious- 
lv and say they will, being 
members of the U.N., take the 
matter there. 


So long as the U.N. is around, 
a nation doesn't have to chicken 
out in a tough situation. 


Old Pattern 


Every day we see the continued 
disintegration of an old pattern of 
power and the appearance of new 
political and military power cen- 
ters. In all of this, to be frank, 
the U.N. offers but a marginal 
hope. 

In just a little more than 15 
brief years, we have seen West- 
ern Europe's control over Asia 
and Africa brought almost to an 
end. Here and there, as in Portu- 
gese Angola, it holds on bloodily 
and, of course, hopelessly. But, 
all of Asia has emerged from 
colonial, or semi-colonial control. 
The travail of African emergence 
is before our eyes in the Congo, 
in Algeria, in Angola and in 
smaller areas where the first stir- 
rings of independence are seen. 


If we look at the status of con- 
trol as it was when the second 


see that the process of disintegra- 
tion and the growth of new forms 
have been vast almost beyond 
comprehension. There has been 
no slow, coral-like growth. There 
has been, rather, a great deal of 
the business of springing fu11- 
born from the forehead of the dis- 
turbing god of change. 


In many of these moves to in- 
dependence, violence was a major 
element. Turbulence and disorder, 
some of it brutal affronts to the 
tenets of civilization, were, and 
are, in the headlines of our pa- 
pers and in the voices of news 
commentators. That none of 
these produced a war into which 
the powers, large and small, 
were drawn is almost unbeliev- 
able. 


Increased Suspicion 


This is the more incredible when 
we consider a corollary to this 
convulsive change was a tremen- 
dous increase in suspicion, hostili- 
ty and distrust. Radical shifts, 
revolutionary conditions, and the 
Wagnerian thunder of ill-prepared 
states filling the vacuum left by 
departing imperialisms, did not 
bring us to nuclear war. 


There was always the U.N. No 
matter how big the statesmen and 
the generals had talked, they 
didn’t have to take the alterna- 
tive of the big, hot, consuming nu- 
clear weapons. They didn’t have 
to chicken out. They could say, 
with perhaps phony  piousness, 
they would accept ‘‘the-presence 
of the United Nations,” or they 
would bring it before the General 
Assembly. 


It has been, and will continue 
to be, a sort of cliff-hanging ex- 
istence. In the past the decline of 
one power brought yet another to 
control. We are now trying some- 
thing new. Communism thinks 
it can win, without war, by the 
strength. of its Marxist promise to 
the poor and landless whose ex- 
pectations are rising faster than 
reform. 


We are, indeed, treading a new 
and difficult road. We are trying 
to move toward a form of inter- 
national security instead of go- 
ing to war to resolve the challenge 
of new powers. Mankind has had 
an evil inheritance of violence.

Feared in Berlin War 


WASHINGTON 


(UPI)—Rep. Chit Holifield, D-Calif., chairman 


of the House-Senate Atomic Energy Committee, Sunday raised the 
possibility that nuclear bombs would be dropped if the Berlin crisis 


explodes into a shooting war. 


At the same time, Gen. Curtis 
LeMay, Air Force chief of staff, 
said it was possible the United 
States might use atomic weapons 
in a limited war. He advocated 
using whatever strength was nec- 
essary to handle any given sit- 
uation. 


Holifield, appearing on a tele- 
vision program (Youth Wants to 
Know—CBS) was asked whether 
he thought any war over Berlin 
would be confined to conventional 
weapons. He replied: “It would 
be very difficult in any future 
war to withhold using the most 
effective weapons which each 
side has,” 


Appearing on another program

CBs), LeMay emphasized that the 
President alone decides whether 
this country should use atomic 
weapons.

Cuba Rebel

Cuban prisoner envoys who had 
decided to stay in the United 
States disappeared from his hotel 
room this afternoon, touching off 
a brief kidnaping scare—then re- 
turned about five hours later un- 
harmed. 


Miami police had radioed all 
cars to be on the lookout for 
Reinaldo Pico after he left his 
room in the Alcazar Hotel in Mi- 
ami about 5:10 p.m., accompan- 
ied by two men. 


Pico returned with two friends, 
a reporter and a photographer for 
“Avance,” a former Havana news- 
paper now published in exile in 
Miami, and expressed surprised 
over the hubbub which surround- 
ed his disappearance. 


FRIEND SOUNDS ALARM 


Two Miami detectives imme- 
diately started questioning him 
and he was unavailable for direct 
comment. 


His friends, however, said they 
had gone with Pico for a ride to 
Miami Beach, just across Bis- 
cayne Bay. 


The kidnap alarm was issued in 
the afternoon by Enrique Castro, 
a friend of Pico’s who was staying 
with him in his hotel room. Cas- 
tro, who is not related to the Cu- 
ban premier, said he went out. to 
get some food to bring back to 
the room for himself and Pico, 
and that Pico was gone when he 
returned. 


LEFT WITH 2 MEN

MOSCOW — Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev took a firmer grip Sunday 
on the leadership of the world 
Communist movement with the 
presentation of the draft program 
for the Soviet Communist Party. 


As one of the chief authors of 
the historical document, the sta- 
ture of the Soviet premier and 
party secretary was regarded as 
enhanced in comparison with that 
of Mao Tse-Tung, chairman of 
the Chinese Communist Party. 


Mao, a political contemporary 
of Joseph Stalin, has in the past 
challenged Khrushchev’s ideolo- 
gical authority. 


The draft program sets out the 
guide posts for the Soviet bloc 
nations in the building of their 
own Communist societies and in 
the struggle for world com- 
munism, 


It will be introduced by Khrush- 
chev for adoption at the 22nd 
congress of the Soviet Communist 
Party which will open here on 
/Oct. 17. The congress will be at- 
tended by delegates of foreign 
Communist parties. 


The draft program was ex- 
pected to win unanimous ap- 
proval, possibly after some minor 
revisions. On Khrushchev’s recom- 
mendation, it was adopted by the 
central committee at a plenary 


‘meeting on June 19. While 
‘Khrushchev is not paired here 
|with Lenin, it was being delicate- 
ly noted that the current draft 
‘program is the first to be pro- 
duced since Lenin put the second 
‘party program before the 8th

They predicted, however, that 
the volatile Cuban leader would 
encounter the same cold re- 
straint that marked the adminis- 
tration’s reaction to the capture 
of an airplane last week by a 
Castro sympathizer.

PARIS (UPI)—Security police 
have broken up a Polish spy 
ring stealing French navy secrets 
for 10 years, justice ministry 
sources said Sunday.

Five of the accused were given 
five-year to life sentences in ab- 
sentia, the sources said. They 
fled before French security police 
could arrest them.

FOREIGNERS SEIZED 


The case began in 1959 with 
the arrest of several sus- 
pected of being Polish special 
service agents. Several were of 
foreign origin living in France, 
the sources said. 


The sources said investigation 
led police to the then Polish mil- 
itary attache's secretary. He fled 
the country 15 days after being 
provisionally freed from arrest 
following a protest from the Pol- 
ish ambassador. 


The sources said suspects led 
agents to an Italian-born natural- 
ized Frenchman who worked in 
the French Navy research plant 
near Toulon since 1949. He fled 
with his family. 


Other Frenchmen involved, said 
the sources, were a former em- 
ploye of the naval laboratories 
and of the headquarters of the 
ist military region. The sources 
said he became involved when he 
gave French secrets to Polish 
members of his family. He was 
given five years for treason. 


A French engineer was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in absentia 
for treason, sources said. 


The sources said the head of

Reaction in Moscow to President Ken- 
nedy’s call for a U. S. military buildup is 
about as expected. The Soviets accuse the 
President of using the Berlin crisis to ac- 
celerate the arms race, a process Khru- 
shchev made inevitable with his increase 
in his own arms budget and his threats of 
war. 


If the Soviet Union wants to slow 
down or even end the arms race, the ma- 
chinery is available for negotiations to 
that goal. John J. McCloy, the President’s 
disarmament adviser, has been in Russia 
to confer with Khrushchev himself.. It 
remains to be seen whether he has 
achieved anything, but prior to his trip a 
dozen years of negotiating found us no 
nearer agreement than when it began. 


We are no nearer agreement because 
the Russians have made demands which 
in effect would have meant unilateral 
disarmament. They have refused to accept 
effective inspections and controls on a 
reciprocal basis, even insisting upon the 
right of veto on controls over a nuclear 
test ban. Disarmament to Khrushchev is 
a propaganda device. 


Meanwhile, Congress is losing no time 
approving the President’s requests. 
Wheels that Khrushchev set in motion are 
on the move. He has created the Berlin 
crisis and rejected workable disarma- 
ment. He has left us no other course than 
that which the administration has been 
forced to adopt.

It is encouraging to note that one of 
the first audiences chosen by DeKalb 
Commission Chairman C. O. Emmerich to 
hear his championing of the county’s pro- 
posed bond issue was the Young Repub- 
licans. 


It is indication that GOPs in DeKalb 
are still at work and that that work is 
being recognized. 


Even though the county voted for Re- 
publican electors last November, it is 
doubtful that anywhere near half of the 
residents or voters in DeKalb are Repub- 
licans. However, the number seems to be 
growing and local races in the next few 
years should provide the answer to the 
question of how strong the party there is. 


If the answer is that the party is 
strong, it will be due to the hard and un- 
spectacular work now being done by GOP 
leaders. Every indication (Mr. Emmer- 
ich’s choosing a GOP forum is only one) 
is that the answer will be that the party 
is strong.

Care Enough? 


More money is needed and right now the 
amount that should be spent on patient care is 
unavailable. And even though much progress 
has been made at the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital, especially in its intensive treatment pro- 
gram, the institution is so overcrowded that it 
may become necessary to end voluntary admis- 
sions except in emergencies. 


This is all the more reason why Atlanta and 
other heavily populated centers should do more 
than they are in the field of mental health. 
Grady Hospital has space for 72 beds in its 
psychiatric ward but has only activated an 18- 
bed unit. Again, lack of money is cited as the 
reason. Candidates in the forthcoming city pri- 
mary should tell their listeners what they in- 
tend to do about the wasted space at Grady. 


The state psychiatric center planned here is 
essential to bringing Georgia from near the bot- 
tom of the national ladder to the top in mental 
health achievements. If the tentative target date 
—Jan. 1, 1964—for its completion can be realized 
earlier, so much the better. 


Gov. Vandiver’s record on mental health is 
a monument to his administration. Candidates 
who aspire to succeed him should let the public 
know exactly what they intend to do to further 
the program.—BILL HARRELL.

Some early readings can be taken on the 
race for mayor. But the scraps can't be pieced 
together into any coherent prediction of a pri- 


Only one certainty can be offered at this stage: you will register 
to vote by the end of next week (Aug. 12) or you won’t be able to 
vote for any of the candidates on Sept. 13. 


There are five main ones. A sixth man who has announced for 
thé race, Howell Smith, is amiably complaining that this newspaper 
doesn’t consider him a serious candidate, and we can only respond 


amiably that he is correct. 


Two predicted patterns are now becoming clear. Ivan Allen Jr. 
and Muggsy Smith are splitting the once-united vote that carried 
retiring Mayor William B. Hartsfield to repeated victories, although 
each claims publicly that the other is not going to hurt him. Second, 
the vote growing out of the old anti-Hartsfield nucleus is splintering 
badly, with Charlie Brown, Jim Aldredge and Lester Maddox chop- 


ping into each other. 


Brown and Allen were rated the strongest contenders at the 
start. They are both campaigning well—Allen surprisingly well. 
Whether they emerge as the top two in the primary, however, and 
qualify for a man-to-man contest in the probable runoff election may 
yet depend on the withdrawal, or else the serious weakening, of 
Smith, Aldredge and/or Maddox. If the present scattering persists, 
anything can happen in the primary. 

Smith and Maddox especially are smiting their chests mightily 
and declaring somebody made a mistake about who should withdraw. 
Aldredge is making less noise than the others and apparently hoping 
to get into the runoff by presenting himself as everybody’s depend- 


able man.

The effect of this has beén to bring Allen and Smith into head-on 
collision for the same support, and to spread Brown’s positions further 
than he probably wants to stretch them, for he is being forced toward 
a pallid make-no-enemies blur at a time when the voters want a 


sharply delineated fight. 


Whether Smith can rally financial backing for a stops-out cam- 
paign remains the subject of some speculation. But Maddox appears 
to have financial backing and his progress in the race is widely con- 


ceded to be surprisingly strong. 


Maddox projected himself into politics by putting virulent anti- 
Negro ads in the papers. He is now soft-pedaling his racial extrem- 
ism publicly on the probable assumption that he has this voting fringe 
in his pocket already. And he is boldly undertaking to broaden his 
base now to cut directly into the Charlie Brown vote that could vault 
him from a confused primary into the runoff and a serious chance at 
the mayor’s chair. Worse things have happened to Atlanta, but not 


since Sherman.

Action has _ succeeded talk. 
Deeds have succeeded debate; we 
are committed to  strength-in- 
honor, to firmness-without-panic, 
over Berlin and in the cold war 
generally. 

And the whole nation, the Presi- 
dent, the people, both political 
parties and Congress, move now 
in unison, in calmness, to make 
ready the increased military pow- 
er which is to be the iron com- 
panion of our resolve to uphold 
Western rights and Western se- 
curity, in Berlin and elsewhere.

It 
is to call up the men and the 
arms that Mr. Kennedy called 
for in his speech, and it is a 
measure of our resolution that 
the nation as a whole supported 
his bold stand, and that thousands 
of young men are flocking to the 
recruiting stations without: wait- 
ing to be called.

And 
backing them up are the 150 
divisions of infantry and 12,000 


fighter planes that make up the 


mass of the’ Soviet line forces 
west of the Ural Mountains. 
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Against Russia’s 20 divisions in 
East Germany, plus the East 
German People’s Army, the 
United States can oppose its 5 
divisions in West Germany, 
backed by less than 300,000 men 
of the West German Army, and 
by the 17 divisions of NATO 
forces. 

In a general war involving all 
of Western Europe, this force 
with its tactical atomic weapons 
could -put up a bitter battle 
against the Soviets, despite their 
preponderance in strength, 

But Mr. Khrushchev has not 
threatened Western Europe. He 
has threatened to drive us out of 
Berlin. That, at the moment, he 
could accomplish. With the forces 
now in East Germany he could 
cut the land routes, and’ make it 
impossible for us to reach the 
city by air. 

The power is his, as of now. 
He must, in the words of a back 
yard quarrel, put up or shut up. - 
Two choices face him. To move, 
or to back down. — 


In a few months, perhaps a few 
weeks, we should know his an- 
swer. If he moves, it means war.

The world is full of things I can do without and the list grows with every . 
circular that jams my mailbox and nearly every commercial that messes up 
the continuity of a good television show. The newest commodity I can do with- 


out is a iaaly -button bird repellent. Honest, that’s what they’re making now. A communique in the 
morning mail advises that aerosol cans now dispense a pleasant foamy substance that you can 
squirt along roosting and nesting places and ‘‘shoo away the most persistent airborne perchers.” 


Now I don’t want to belittle 
any strides science and indus- 
try take toward making us ail 
happy and comfortable but it 
seems to me they are expending 
their talents on the wrong pests. 
In this Golden Age of Repel- 
lents it looks like they could 
come up with some magic for- 
mula for banishing something 
that makes some difference. 

They have contrived an easy, 
push-button, odorless and harm- 
less way of avoiding just about 


anything in nature that discom- 
fits or discommodes. There are 
repellents for every known in- 
sect, snake, snail, shark and 
now bird repellents. You can 
squirt stuff on your best chairs 
to repel the family cat or dog. 
You can dispel unpleasant 
odors by pushing a button. ‘At 
least you can cover up the fine, 
honest scent of cabbage cook- 
ing with a sort of ersatz pine or 
canned spring bouquet scent.) 


There is even a whole body of 
anti-repellents that you can em- 
ploy or eschew to attract or 
repel people. 


But as far as I'm concerned 
most of these commodities are 
piddling achievements. I'll take 
my chances with the garden in- 
sects. Sharks and I have always 
had a live-and-let-live arrange- 
ment. I'm not really hard- 
pressed to avoid snakes. When 
I've been black-berrying lately 
I've noticed a courteous tend- 
ency of the snakes to move 
along and let me have their nat- 
ural habitat, while on the other 
hand, I practically never en- 
counter one of them bowling 
along Thirteenth street. 


But there are things a really 
smart repellent engineer could 
devote his energies to banishing. 
Instead of worrying about the 
aroma of cabbage and honest 
mildew I'd like to see a button 
you could push that would spray 
the air with some magic to 
clear it of misunderstandings 
between people. Instead of dis- 
couraging cats and dogs from 
snoozing in the best chairs how 
much better it would be if you 
could, with the flick of an aero- 
sol something or other, fix it so 
any teen-ager or his friends who 
sprawled there would be im- 
mediately energized and would 
leap up and grab the broom or 
the lawnmower or the dish 
towel. 


’ Chiggers are a troublesome 
infestation and I would welcome 
any anti-chigger innovation, ex- 
cept that I've already discov- 
ered that sulphur in my socks 
repels them and most of my 
friends, too. But even worse than 
chiggers digging into one's hide 
are worries, fears, bad temper 
and unkindness. Unfortunately, 
sulphur in the socks isn’t much 
help here and I think the field 
is clear for any really inspired 
repellent expert who is seeking 
a challenge,

Lead Urged 
On Race 


Special to The Constitation 
LAKE JUNALUSKA, N. C. — 
Methodist Bishop John Owen 
Smith of Atlanta called upon 
Christians Sunday night to take 
the offensive in race relations as 
an alternate route to the Ku Klux 
Klan, the “freedom riders,” the 
sit-ins or kneel-ins. 

Bishop Smith said if «the ‘good 
people” don’t concern themselves 
with racial problems, the “bad 
ones’ will take over. He said 
such problems can be solved with 
“prayer, common sense and 
Christianity.” 

INAUGURATES LECTURES 
Today’s church people must 
‘face the deeper aspects of justice, 
freedom, fair play and opportuni- 
ty” in the South’s race problem, 
Bishop Smith said. 

The bishop told the Junaluska 
Methodist Assembly that the race 
problem is “deeper than integra- 
tion” and ‘“‘good people should be 
trying to solve it.” 


Bishop Smith’s speech inaug- 
urated an annual series of lectures 
on major problms of the church 
in the Southeast. The series was 
provided by a trust fund from 
the Rev. Dr. Walt Holcomb of 
Atlanta and Lake Junaluska, who 
has been a pastor and evangelist 
for 67 years. 


EVASION DISTURBS 

Bishop Smith said concerning 
race relations that he is dis- 
turbed that church people don’t 
want to discuss it, since that 


usually indicates ‘‘we don’t want 
to face it.” 


“Most of the problems (of 
desegregation) would be with us 
even if the Supreme Court had 
not decided as it has,’’ the bishop 
told the assembled Methodists. 

Since “we don't like the Ku 
Klux Klan or the freedom riders 
or sit-ins or kneel-ins,”’ and 
since the Negroes ‘‘can't go 
lobby in Washington or in the 
legislatures,’ the alternate route 
is to realize that ‘victories come 
by taking the offense and not 
simply putting up a_ defense,” 
the bishop said. 


That offensive for the Christian 
is to follow a Gospel that is 
“both personal and social,’’ to 
quit dreading the problem, to see 
that changes are inevitable and 
to take the attitude that ‘‘we 
have a marvelous opportunity in 
the South,”’ he said. 


CITES PROBLEMS 


Then he asked, ‘‘How Chris- 
tian or democratic is it if a 
Negro can't find a decent place 
to sleep or eat and yet a Japa- 
nese or a Mexican can? How 
much longer can we Call it 
Christian when the Methodist 
General Conference must meet 
in some other section of the 
country because there are some 
Negro members? How much 
longer can we wait before the 
Council of Bishops can meet in 
the South, can eat and have 
sleeping quarters in the same 
place? 


“How Christian is it when a 
Negro boy must leave some 
states to get a medical educa- 
tion? How much longer must we 
wait before merit is the basis 
for position, and not the old cus- 
tom of white preference?” 


The bishop pointed out that the 
situation is not all bad, that ‘‘the 
Negro has come a long way, 
progressing largely with help of 
the whites:"’ his social and po- 
litical status has improved and 
his average income is ‘“‘way be- 
yond that of persons anywhere 
else in the world.” 


But, he added, ‘‘we need to 
keep moving and recognize we're 
not far enough yet.”’ 


NOT TOO LATE 


In introducing the lecture se- 
ries, Dr. Holcomb said, ‘‘The 
Methodist Church should have 
taken the lead in race relations 
25 years ago instead of. waiting 
for statesmen to make it a politi- 
cal problem. It is not too late for 
the church to make a more ag- 
gressive stand.” 


“‘Whatsoever we uproot,” he 
said, ‘“‘both sides must give and 
take. In our exploring we have 
not touched bed rock. The white 
man is now leaning backward to 
help the colored man to go for- 
ward, but we don’t want to lose 
our balance, and fall backward, 
and crack our cranium.”’

House To Speed Buildup; 
Senate Tackles Foreign Aid

_ WASHINGTON—Foreign aid, the nation’s defense 
buildup and the Berlin crisis will continue to dominate 
congressional debate this week. 


Senate consideration of the | 


Kennedy administration’s long- 
range foreign aid proposals is 
scheduled to start early this 
week. But Senate debate on the 
aid measure will be delayed by 
other unfinished business, possib- 
ly until] Tuesday or Wednesday. 


Saturday. the Senate failed to 
reach a final vote on a $9,000,- 
000,000 appropriation for the ad- 
ministration’s new “‘man on the 
moon” space program and 23 
independent federal agency bud- 
gets. Also bogged down was ac- 
tion on a $5,100,000,000 appropria- 
tion for the Labor department and 
the Department of Health, Educa- 
tidn, and Welfare. 


KENNEDY TO PRESS 


President John F. Kennedy is 
expected to continue his personal 
efforts to push the foreign aid 
measure at his meeting Tuesday 
with Democratic congressional 
leaders. 


The chief issue is Kennedy's 
request for authority to borrow 
funds from the treasury. In this 
way, the administration hopes to 
finance $7,300,000,000 of long- 
rafige overseas development loans 
in the next five years. 


ACCEPTED BY PANELS 


The measure, in effect, would 
limit congressional control of 
foreign aid to outright grants for 
economic and military assistance. 
For the current vear, the ad- 
ministration is asking $1,690,500,- 
000 for economic programs and 
$1,885,000,000 for military aid. 


Both the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee and the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee have 
accepted the long-term borrowing 
provision. But it is expected to 
encounter stiff floor opposition, 
especially in the House. 


There were reports that the 
administration was willing to com- 
promise, possibly by accepting a 
three-year Ioan program, or 
agreeing to give the appropria- 
tions committees of House and 
Senate veto power over loan com- 
mitments in an annual review.

Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
said he would support an amend- 
ment to the bill to establish an 
“Oversight Committee’ to keep 
a continuous watch on the pro- 
gram, as was earlier suggested 
by Everitt M. Dirksen, Senate 
Republican leader. 


Sen. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., pre- 
dicted that the long-range plan 
would pass the Senate by five or 
10 votes. He and Sen. George 
Aiken, R-Vt., were interviewed 
by Sen. Kenneth Keating, R-N.Y., 
on a radio-television program 
prepared for New York stations. 


Aiken told Keating, “I might 
favor a five-year extension of the 
(loan) program, but I certainly 
would expect the executive 
branch to come back to Congress 
for an appropriation.”

Keating said the aid program 
had more than its share of short- 
comings, but he said, “The an- 
swer to these mistakes is noi 
to ditch the whole program.” 


The President's request last 
week for a $3,400,000,000 buildup 
in the nation’s military strength 
to meet the Berlin crisis will also 
get plenty of attention. To under- 
line administration concern the 
President and his cabinet will 
meet in the Pentagon, instead of 
the White House, on Wednesday. 


Monday Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara is scheduled 
to testify on the new military 
buildup before the House Defense 
Appropriations subcommittee. At 
the same time, the full House is 
expected to take up the Presi- 
dent’s request for authority to call 
up 250,000 reservists. Speedy pas- 
sage is expected. 

TO TACKLE SHELTERS 


On Tuesday, a subcommittee 
of the House Government Opera- 
tions Committee, headed by Rep. 
Chet Holifield of California, will 
take up the administration’s re 
quest for a new $207,000,000 fall- 
out shelter program. 


At the same time, Congress is 
expected to complete action on 
the regular $44,100,000,000 defense 
appropriation for 1962. On Wed- 
nesday, the House is slated to 
take up President Kennedy's new 
request for funds for more ships, 
aircraft, and missiles.

Red Denies 
Spying in 


Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, 
(AP)—The Soviet commercial at- 
tache here called a rare news 
conference Saturday to deny pub- 
lished report that he and two 
other Soviet Embassy officials 
have been spying in Argentina. 


Ivan L. Larchenko said pub- 
lished . reports of their alleged 
espionage activities on a trip to 
Patagonia were the ‘‘result of an 
illsintentioned move to hamper 
trade relations.” 

UNDER PROBE 

The Argentine government dis- 
closed Friday that Larchenko and 
two administrative employes of 
the Soviet Embassy — Alexander 
Abronov and Vladimir Goloulin— 
had been under investigation for 
making an unauthorized trip to 
Patagonia in January. 


However, the foreign ministry 
statement said the investigation 
showed that while the Soviet dip- 
lomats ‘‘had violated restrictions 
regarding their traveling beyond 
certain limits,’ their activities at 
that time “could not be branded 
as acts of espionage.” 


The newspaper Correo de la 
Tarde charged previously that on 
the trip the Russians took pictures 
of Argentine coastal features, ap- 
proached the Argentine-Chilean 
border and interrogated a num- 
ber of people. 


Larchenko told newsmen, ‘‘the 
only aim of our trip to the south- 
ern area was to get acquainted 
with the sheep-raising and wool 
brokerage industry in Patagonia.”’ 


He said that as a result of the 
trip they convinced Soviet trading 
enterprises of the advantage of 
buying Argentine sheep. 


150 Families Flee — 
Kentucky Floods

Heavy rains touched off flash floods in parts of 
southeastern Kentucky Sunday, leaving at least 150 
families homeless and causing at least one death. 


The rains, which began Satur- 
day night, pelted portions of John- 
son and Morgan counties with 
3% inches of:rain. Robert Castle 
of Blaine, Ky., was drowned 
when he tried to wade through 
the swollen waters of Blaine 
Creek. 


Highways were ‘atesed and 
some houses pulled from their 
foundations in the swirling flood 
waters. State police reported see- 
ing two houses floating down a 
swollen fork of a creek. At one 
point the floating houses smashed 
a swinging bridge. 


Elsewhere, hot, muggy air 
masses dripped warm showers 
over scattered sections of the na- 
tion.

Tass said bilateral talks ended 
with the signing of a joint Ghana- 
ian-Hungarian communique. 

Ghana President Kwame Nkru- 
mah, according to Tass, was 
awarded the order of banner of 
the Hungarian Peoples Republic,

When 
the Soviet Union on June 22 
marked the 20th anniversary of 
Hitler’s invasion of the Soviet 
Union, Khrushchev appeared at 
the Kremlin in uniform and was 
hailed at the leading Soviet 
hailed as the victor in World 
War II. 


There is being shown in Soviet 
cinemas a lengthy documentary 
on the career of Khrushchev en- 
titled ‘‘Our Nikita Sergeevich.” 


According to the draft party

The Magic Wand 


OLYMPIA FIELDS, Ill.—The sun was sinking 
behind the horizon late Sunday afternoon when Don 
January and Jerry Barber wearily strolled to the 16th 
green for the second time on this sizzling July day. 


The standard bearer followed and the red numerals told the 
story. January 5 under; Barber 1 under. 


“Let's go home. It's all over,” said a tired lady to her hus- 
: » oe band 


“Okay,"’ he replied. ‘‘There’s no 
way for Barber to catch him now.”’ 


But the 43d PGA wasn't over. It 
was merely starting and will be con- 
tinued Monday afternoon. 


There was a way for Barber to 
overhaul January. He turned his putter 
into a magic wand and waved in mira- 
cle putts of 30, 40 and 530 feet on suc- 
cessive holes. What had been a rather 
dull script was suddenly revised into 
one of the most dramatic endings in 
golf annals. 


The 31-year-old January, who 
had rode into contention Saturday 
with a 66, returned for an encore 
with a 67 in the first half of Sun- 
day's 36-hole double feature. Bar- 
ber. who had hauled a two-stroke 
lead into the finale, was two behind 

recording 32 on the backside, picked

January, 


Barber, ordinarily a jovial citizen, sounded like Sam Snead 
when he read off photographers after making a bogey 5 on the 
18th. While reporters talked to January in the locker room, Barber 
silently watched a TV rerun of his 14-foot putt on 16. 


The pressure seemingly was closing in on the 45-year-old 
vet. January, as cool as his name implies, continued to turn on the 
heat. He birdied the very first hole as the final round got under 
way. 

Barber almost shot himself out of it on No. 3. He drove 
behind a tree and at least a double bogey seemed to be in store. 
He took a wedge, turned it backwards, then miraculously got 
back in the fairway. But the super miracle was yet te come. 
It came as Barber chipped in from 50 yards away for par. 


‘Right then and there, I decided that I was going to be in this 
thing all the way,” Barber said later. “I don't know why. After I 
got out of all that trouble I just had a feeling.’’ 


A dozen holes from the wire, it appeared that Barber was 
positively out of it. January was sitting on a soft four-stroke lead.

“Naturally, I played it safe,"’ January summed up in the dark- 
ness of the press tent. ‘‘I just gave him too much leeway. But I've 
never seen such a sensational finish.”’ 


With 69 of the 72 holes on the scoreboard, January was still four 
huge strokes ahead. That's when the couple on No. 16 and numerous 
other citizens elected to go home. 


And that’s when Barber, the little man with a giant heart. made 
his famous run for the winner's $11,000 slice of the record PGA 
$60,800 purse. 


“‘He’s taking more time than Middlecoff,”’ someone said as 
Barber read the green on 16. Finally, he put the putter in mo- 
tion and the ball rolled true to the cup. It almost hung on the lip, 
then plunked in for a birdie, and the jubilant Barber doffed his 
cap to the cheering crowd obviously supporting the underdog. 


January's putt was about the same distance and halted inches 
shy of the cup for a bogey, so now Barber had chopped the deficit 
in half. He was two down rolling into No. 17.

However, it now seemed that Barber was dueling Georgian 
Doug Sanders, who was playing the final hole. Sanders was only two 
strokes back of Barber. Doug, who was tied with January for 
second place after Saturday's round, had squeezed back into the 
picture after soaring to 74 Sunday morning. He eventually posted 


a 68, marking the third straight year that he has finished no lower | 


than third in this PGA festival. 


Barber got a break when .January’s tee shot on 18 curved to the 
left on the edge of a bunker. But there still was little hope for the 
little man. January was 12 feet away in three. Barber was 50 feet 
away in two at the end of the 436-yard par-four and the tourna- 
ment was about to end. 


Barber's hopes for a tie seemingly had faded with the 
last rays of day. “It’s so dark now that Barber’s only chance 
is to wait so long to putt that January can’t see,” said a dis- 
gruntied onlooker. ‘‘And it looks like he’s going to wait until 
they call it because of darkness.”’ 


Barber walked from one side of the long green to the other. 
He knelt to his knees. He stood up. And now it was now or never. 
Barber waved the magic wand for the third time, and the ball 
rolled as straight as an arrow and hit the cup for a Cinderella 
50-foot birdie. 


Barber had earned a tie, but January, still could win it. He 
was 12-feet away from the PGA crown, and he missed it by eight 
inches. Barber and January were 3-under at 277. 


Barber deserved another shot, and he'll get it Monday after- 
noon at 1 p.m. 


At least they're making progress in this long and drawn-out 
and suddenly thrilling five-day affair. The field of 167 is now 
down to two.

pio. That the two are neighbors 
is a geographical fact. That they 
are also bad neighbors, and 
growing worse, is becoming more 
obvious and more alarming with 
each passing day. 
NKRUMAH SEEKS UNITY 

The basic cause of dissension 
between them is the fact that 
Nkrumah would like to see Togo 


united with Ghana in one nation, 
while Olympio wishes to pre- 


President | 


serve his country as a separate 
and independent republic. And | 
Nkrumah, in attempting to| 
achieve his goal of Ghana-Togo | 
unity, naturally has been meet- 
ing stiff resistance from the 
proud and tough Togolese leader. 


Togo, a long, thin, West Vir- 
ginia-size country with a popula- 
tion of approximately two mil- 
lion, has been overshadowed by 
her bigger (Oregon-size, seven | 
million population) western) 
neighbor, Ghana, ever since she) 
became independent on April 27, 
1960. Nkrumah, who led his 
country to freedom three years 
earlier ‘March 6, 1957), adopted 
a somewhat patronizing, big- 
brother attitude toward his small- 
er and more impoverished neigh- 
bor, which has not helped to pro- 
mote friendly relations. 


TRIBE SPLIT 


As an added irritant between 
the two countries is the problem 
of the Ewe tribe (pronounced 
“Evvie’’), half of whose nearly 
one million members lives in 
Togo, the other half in Ghana. 
(This is a good example of one 
of the many headaches caused by 
the artificial boundaries which 
were carved on Africa by the 
former colonial powers.) 


| 


Both Nkrumah and Olympio 
agree that it is a tragedy for 
the Ewes to be split between two 
countries, and that it would be 
a good thing for them to be a 
new one composed of Ghana and 
Togo. But Olympio, feeling that 
Togo would emerge as much the 
lesser of the two partners, balks 
at this idea. 


DETERIORATE RAPIDLY 


Something else that has long- 
rankled Olympio is the fact that 
former British Togoland, which 
was wedged between Ghana 
(then the Gold Coast) and French 
Togoland (now the Republic of 
Togo), voted in a U.N.-supervised 
plebiscite in 1956 to join with 
Ghana when the latter gained her 
independence. (This area is now 
known as the Volta Region of 
Ghana.) If British Togoland had 
voted instead to join French 
Togoland, the Republic of Togo 
today would be almost twice its 
present size.

END INDEFINITE 

In reply to Olympio’s charge 
concerning former British Togo- 
land, the Ghana _ government 
stated that it was a “‘gross mis- 
representation of the facts of 
history,”’ pointing out that in the 
plebiscite of May 9, 1956, two- 
thirds of the residents of British 
Togoland voted to join Ghana 
when the latter became _ inde- 
pendent. 


As to his intimation that Ghana 
was somehow involved in the

ernment stated that it was ‘‘not 
aware of the presence in Ghana 
of any citizen of the Republic of 
Togo who had been involved in 
the importation of arms in 
Togo.”’

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It Takes Extra Time, Effort 
To Make Special Luxury Items 


Sometime it’s wise to take 
extra time and effort to make 
special luxury items. This deli- 
cate sachet may be more diffi- 
cult than others, but one or 
more will be a beautiful gift. 
The satin and lace hanger 
cover is also a luxury gift that 
will be greatly appreciated. 

Sachet (Fig. 1): You'll need 
two pieces of white sheer hand- 
kerchief linen, one 5"’ x 5"’ and 
another 5” x 4"; embroidery 
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thread; 5-% inches lace edging 
% inch wide; sachet tablet. 


1. The two linen pieces will 
be trimmed smaller, but must 
be larger when starting in 
order to work on easily. On 
the 5-inch square, lightly draw 
with a pencil a_ rectangle 
2-4" x 1-4”. Draw another 
line through the rectangle di- 
viding it into a 1-'2 inch square 
(the front) and a %” x 1-4” 
rectangle (the flap). Mark the 
5” x 4” piece the same way 
into a 1%’ x 1” rectangle (the 
back or pocket). These marks 
are your stitching guide lines. 


2. Draw an initial or another 
design on right side of front. 
If you have a zigzag machine, 
use a small satin stitch. If done 
by hand, outline design with 
small running stitches, using 
embroidery thread for padding. 
Work over padding with em- 
broidery thread, using a satin 
stitch. Keep the stitches even 
and close together. Make them 
gradually smaller at curves 
and pionts. 


3. Baste lace edging to right 
side of front, matching heading

with penciled lines. Form a 
tiny pleat at each corner and 
stitch two loose ends together. 
Baste pocket to wrong side of 
front, matching the 112” line 
of pocket to bottom edge of 
front. Baste this one long 
pocket edge and two short 
edges to front, leaving other 
long edge free. 


4. Finish top and two sides 
of flap and free pocket. Make 
a row of tiny back stitches on 
pencil lines with white silk 
thread. Then outline stitch 
over this row, working from 
left to right with thread above 
needle, overcasting stitches 
closely. Do the same to the 
front, catching in lace, front 
and pocket. Secure _ stitches 
when ending. Trim excess 
fabric off all edges right up to 
stitching. Wrap sachet tablet in 
cotton and insert in pocket. 
Turn flap over it to close. 


Hanger Cover (Fig. 2): Wind 
satin ribbon around neck of 
hanger, tacking securely at tip 
and ending with a bow at base. 
Draw an outline of hanger. Ex- 
tend sides down about 5 inches 
and draw a straight line across 
bottom edge. Cut two pieces of 
satin and two of scalloped lace. 
Stitch a narrow hem along bot- 
tom edge of satin pieces. With 
right sides together, — stitch 
satin and lace together, leav- 
ing bottom edge free and a 
2-inch opening at top for neck 
of hanger. Turn raw edges of 
opening under and hem. Either 
leave scalloped edge of lace 
free, or applique to satin fol- 
lowing lace design.

They identified a chief's chair 
carved in the granite rock 
slab, an anvil for chipping ar- 
rowheads and a trough for pan 
ning gold. 


The Upper Creek tribe, about 
2,000 of them, were the last 
Indians to occupy the valley 
until they were driven out in 
1838, she believes. 


Mrs. Spivey admits she is 
fast becoming an arrowhead ex- 
pert. learning to separate the 
bear-hunting arrows from the 
bird ones and the war arrows 
from the hunting ones. 


SLOWED DOWN 

Mrs. Spivey’s archeological 
research has been slowed down 
by one problem. Much of the 
village work area with its built- 
in tools and furniture was flood- 
ed by the lake. 


‘“*All that history is seven feet 
under water,’’ the enthusiastic 
matron sighs. 


But with her woman's in- 
genuity, she is planning a solu- 
tion to that hurdle — glass bot- 
tom boats so she and other In- 
dian enthusiasts can look down 
on past history, at least. 


In addition to her new hobby, 
she continues her music career 
as music director and organist 
at the Temple and she still 
gives occasional organ Co n- 
certs.

Civil Defense Director Elliott 
Jackson said Civil Defense has 
been providing the water for 
citizens because commercial 
businesses decline to stock the 
low-selling item on their shelves. 
Therefore, a large promotion 
campaign is currently under way 
in hopes that publicizing the need 
and necessity for canned water 
will cause grocery stores to sell 
the nine-ounce containers. 


“We are only providing the 
water until we can establish a 
market for its sale,” reported 
Jackson. “We haven’t accepted 
any new orders because our sup- 
plies are low, but the people who 
placed their requests before 
President John F. Kennedy's 
Tuesday night address have been 
coming in and picking up their 
orders.

The sixth is on a single-run basis at the Peach- 
tree Art Theater, and is a Jack Hawkins comedy- 
thriller called ironically ‘“The League of Gentlemen.” 
It opens Wednesday. 


The “Gentlemen” involved are 
on tRe surface, smoéth and 
nicey-nice, but beneath their 
exteriors lie i 
flaws which for 
one reason or 
another have 
made them 
easily persuad- 
ed by Hawkins 
to venture forth 
inte a daring 
bank robbery. 
They are an 
edd and amus- 
ing group:

They all have one strong point 
in common. They were all of- 
ficers in the British Army. That 
factor Hawkins uses to plan 
and execute a brilliant scheme 
to steal a million pounds from 
a bank in broad daylight. The 
entire operation is carried off in 
precise military tactics. Every- 
thing is cool.

The movie gets off the ground 
slowly, most of the fault lying 
in the necessity of introducing 
so many characters and their 
motivations for embarking on a 
new life of crime. Some of the 
motivations are not too clear, 
but then if the producers had 
taken any more time getting the 
thing under way, everybody 
would have been lined up around 
the popcorn stand and missed 
the action. 


Finally the picture begins to 
build its suspense, and there is 
quite a bit of that. The movie 
becomes a very witty spine- 
tingler, full of action and the 
expectation of immediate up- 
set in the robbery’s plans. 


The actors all do marvelous 
jobs, particularly Hawkins, 
Nigel Patrick and Roger Live- 
sey. The film is in black and 
white photography, which adds 
to the starkness of the suspense 
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and drama. And all the while 
Philip Green’s martial sound- 
track contributes a considerable 
amount of interest in its own 
right.
